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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1 . The specification lias not been checl<ecl to the extent necessary to determine the 
presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is requested in correcting 
any errors of which applicant may become aware in the specification. 



Doubie Patenting 

2. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. A nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting rejection is appropriate where the conflicting claims 
are not identical, but at least one examined application claim is not patentably distinct 
from the reference claim(s) because the examined application claim is either anticipated 
by, or would have been obvious over, the reference claim(s). See, e.g., In re Berg, 140 
F.3d 1428, 46 USPQ2d 1226 (Fed. Cir. 1998); In re Goodman, 1 1 F.3d 1046, 29 
USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Long!, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 
1985); In re Van Omum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, 422 
F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970); and In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528. 163 
USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .321 (c) or 1 .321 (d) 
may be used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory 
double patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent either is shown to 
be commonly owned with this application, or claims an invention made as a result of 
activities undertaken within the scope of a joint research agreement. 

Effective January 1 , 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 



Claims 1-12 are rejected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type double 
patenting as being unpatentable over claim1-13 of U.S. Patent No. 6,755,990. Although 
the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from each other 
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because the present claims may contain an additional component, ammonium 
dinitramide. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particulariy pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 3, 6 and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

A broad range or limitation together with a nan-ow range or limitation that falls 
within the broad range or limitation (in the same claim) is considered indefinite, since 
the resulting claim does not clearly set forth the metes and bounds of the patent 
protection desired. See MPEP § 2173.05(c). Note the explanation given by the Board 
of Patent Appeals and Interferences in Ex parte Wu, 10 USPQ2d 2031, 2033 (Bd. Pat. 
App. & Inter. 1989), as to where broad language is followed by "such as" and then 
nanrow language. The Board stated that this can render a claim indefinite by raising a 
question or doubt as to whether the feature introduced by such language is (a) merely 
exemplary of the remainder of the claim, and therefore not required, or (b) a required 
feature of the claims. Note also, for example, the decisions of Ex parte Steigewald, 131 
USPQ 74 (Bd. App. 1961); Ex parte Hall, 83 USPQ 38 (Bd. App. 1948); and Ex parte 
Hasche, 86 USPQ 481 (Bd. App. 1949). In the present instance, claim 3 recites the 
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broad recitation alkanol, and the claim also recites Ci-C4alkanol which is the narrower 
statement of the range/limitation. 

Claim 6 is rejected because the term "lower" is a relative term that does not have 
a comparative value. 

Claim 1 1 is rejected because there are no active process steps. 

5. Claims 8-10 and 12 provides for the use of a composition of hydrazinium 
nitroformate and/or ammonium dinitramide but, since the claim does not set forth any 
steps involved in the method/process, it is unclear what method/process applicant is 
intending to encompass. A claim is indefinite where it merely recites a use without any 
active, positive steps delimiting how this use is actually practiced. 

Claims 8-10 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed 
recitation of a use, without setting forth any steps involved in the process, results in an 
improper definition of a process, i.e., results in a claim which is not a proper process 
claim under 35 U.S.C. 101. See for example Ex parte Dun/c/, 153 USPQ 678 (Bd.App. 
1967) and Clinical Products, Ltd, v. Brenner, 255 F. Supp. 131, 149 USPQ 475 (D.D.C. 
1966). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
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applicant for patent except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

7. Claims 1-5, 8, 1 1 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Anflo (US 6,254,705). 

Anflo teaches a monopropellant comprising ammonium dinitride (ADN) in a 
solvent mixture (fuel and water). The fuel may be selected from alcohols (see col. 5, 
lines 9-20). Table 1 exemplifies compositions comprising ethanol or methanol, ADN 
and water. 

Accordingly, Anflo teaching all the limitations of the claims anticipates the claims. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

8. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

9. Claims 1-5, 8-10 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Langlet (US 5,976,483). 

Langlet teaches an aqueous solution of ammonium dinitramide (ADN) in alcohols 
such as methanol and ethanol (see abstract; col. 3, lines 38-49). Langlet teaches that 
this compound is used as an oxidizer in solid propellants (see col. 1, lines 15-16). 
Langlet teaches the limitations of the claims other than the claimed proportions. 
However, It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
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inventior) was made to optimize the proportions of the components through routine 
experimentation for best results. As to optimization results, a patent will not be granted 
based upon the optimization of result effective variables when the optimization is 
obtained through routine experimentation unless there is a showing of unexpected 
results which properly rebuts the prima facie case of obviousness. See In re Boesch, 
617 F.2d 272, 276, 205 USPQ 215, 219 (CCPA 1980). See also In re Woodruff, 919 
F.2d 1575. 1578. 16 USPQ2d 1934, 1936-37 (Fed. CIr. 1990). and InreAller, 220 F.2d 
454, 456. 105 USPQ 233, 235 (CCPA 1955). 

10. Claim7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Langlet in 
view of Maes (US 3,419,443) 

Langlet has been discussed above. Langlet fails to teach the claimed additives. 
However, Maes teaches performance improving agents (see abstract). 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill In the art to add perfomnance 
improving agents to the propellant because they would perform their attendant 
functions. 

1 1 . Claims 9 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Anflo (US 6,254.705). 

Anflo has been discussed above. Anflo fails to teach that the propellant is an 
emergency propellant in jet fighters or as an emergency gas generation system for 
submarines. However, no unobviousness is seen in this difference because Anflo 
teaches that the liquid propellents are used for generating hot gases or for generating of 
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energy-rich gases on combustion and are suitable for rocket propulsion or other vessel 
or vehicle propulsion. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to use the claimed 
fuel propellant in jet fighters or submarines because Anflo teaches that they may be 
used in vessels or vehicle requiring propulsion.
